We did not get funds for 
elderly housing, but we did get 
some funds for low and 
moderate income housing. the 
705 housing as it is called. The 
housing authority bought four 
homes, which are still low and 
moderate income homes, in 
Wilmington, There has never 
been any problem about them. 
Those homes cost about $35,000 
apiece 

Next year Governor Dukakis 
was making an appearance in 
Woburn and we went there 
There were senior citizens, and 
members of the housing 
authority, We got promises of 
more money for senior housing, 
Again Wilmington lost out, The 
search for funds always ended 
with some community nearer to 
Boston getting the funds. 

Finally we went to the board 
of selectmen and explained the 
problem, HUD was, at that time 
adirty word, It was only through.

All 10 persons at that meeting 
five selectmen and five mem, 
bers of the housing authority 
signed the application 

HUD awarded $3.5 million for 
elderly housing and 
moremoneyforlow and 
moderate income housing. It 
had elaborate rules by which we 
had to operate, but we insisted 
that all purchases be made 
locally, so that the, local 
businesses would benefit, and 
HUD agreed to that 

By the HUD rules various 
building firms would offer 
proposals, and the housing 
authority reviewed those 
proposals.

A public hearing, Tuesday 
night by the Wilmington 
Planning Board found itself in a 
debate about water for the Town 
of Reading.

Present housing authority has 
solved some very old problems 


Housing for the elderly and 
housing for low and moderate 
income families have become 
key issues in Wilmington, in the 
coming annual election 

There is an ironic twist to it 
all 

About 25 years ago criminal 
charges could have been made. 
against an individual, but were 
not. The members of the 
authority and others in 
Wilmington were just a little too 
naive 

Eighteett? months ago. 
however, somebody did try to 
get criminal charges against the 
present members of the housing 
authority. This was nol a case of 
haivity, or so it can be 
presumed. It was in November. 
1981, when all sorts of ugly 
stories and charges were being 
brunted around the town of 
Wilmington 

The Wilmington 
Authority dates back about 30 
years. An effort was made at 
that time. successfully, to get 
housing for veterans 

There was an article 
warrant for the annual town 
meeting. Typically the select 
men put that article at the end of 
the warrant. That annual town 
meeting was held in Villanova 
Hall, and at about 11:30 p.m. on 
a Saturday night in March that 
article came up for discussion 

Only about 25 or 30 persons 
remained at the meeting. They 
were mostly World War II 
veterans. If any one had chosen 
to question the quorum the 
meeting would have ended then 
and theFe, but no one did. The 
town voted for housing for 
veterans. 

There was already 
communities. housing tor 
veterans. In one nearby com 
munity that housing was in an 
apartment building and there

were stories of difficulties 
between families 
No one was against housing 


for veterans, but some ot those 
who were in that town meeting 


were against apartments. A list 
was prepared that night, of 
people who could be on the 
housing authority, and who 


would preter to have the housing 
in single family homes. That list 
was presented to the chairman 
of the board of selectmen the 
next morning 

Of the five persons appointed. 
all were people whose names 
were on that list. The housing 
was constructed, opposite the 
new Wildwood School. The same 
person who presented a list to 
the chairman of selectmen also 
prevailed upon the new housing 
authority to leave space bet 
ween two of the new homes tor a 
future road, That road was to go. 
it was hoped, to Parker Street 
across the Maple Meadow 
Brook, and thus obviate future 
school busing costs. 

A few years later the subject 
of elderly housing cam upSind 
the town meeting was perstfaded 
to vole in favor One of the 
speakers was a gentleman by 
the name of William F. Smith, a 
person who acquired the name 
of “Agreeable” because there 
were many men in the town 
named Smith, all with other 
nicknames. Mr. Smith had 
strong convictions toward 
housing for the elderly, and 
served on the housing authority 
with distinction for a number of 
years. 

The Wildwood School, while it 
was being constructed, had a 

‘clerk of the works” who came 
down from New Hampshire 
every morning. That person is

the “owners representative,” 
the person who makes certain 
that the contractors perform as 
they were hired to do. The pay 
at that time, was $125 a week, 
which was fairly good pay 

Three weeks betore the 
Wildwood School was finished 
the clerk of the works disap: 
peared. He had taken a job 
elsewhere 

There were those who noted 
that They were unhappy about 
such a treatment, from a person 
whom the town considered as 
having a position of trust 


Nol many persons knew ot 
this, however 
When the housing authority 


acquired a meadow off 
Burlington Avenue and started 
toconstruct what is now Deming 
Way, a local man was chosen tor 
clerk of the works. There were 
more than a few persons who 
were happy about that.

It was two 
separate proposals, by one 
builder from New Hampshire 
‘There would be elderly housing 
and there would be low and 
moderate income family units - 
not mixed, but separate, with a

We told the developer what we 
wanted to see. The entrances 
were not to be the same. >\ 

Then a group materialized, 
which became called the Con- 
cerned Citizens. (It was at this 
point that Margaret MeNeill 
objected, verbally, to the talk of 
Hooper. She declared that he 
should “tell the truth.”) 

Hooper went on to declare that 
the housing authority could 
never do anything without the 
concordance of the board of 
selectmen. We lost one town 
meeting, he said. There was 
“one thing after another,” He 
explained getting “in writing” 
points from HUD, and the 
decision to have scattered 
housing, instead of the planned 
low and moderate housing otf 
Glen Road, and near the elderly 
housing.

Don't let your pets run loose! 


By Edward A. Leonard, D.V.M. 
Director, Veterinary Medicine

The greatest threat to the life 
and health of stray dogs and cats, 
or pets that are allowed to run 
loose, is undoubtedly the 
automobile. Hardly a day goes by 
at the League that our rescue 
agents are not summoned to the 
scene of an accident, where a dog 
or cat has been struck by a car. 

If your pet is hit by a car, or you 
happen to witness such an ac- 
cident, there are many ways in 
which’ you can help, until the 
animal is able to be transported to 
a veterinarian or animal hospital 
Contact a veterinarian first, 
especially if the animal appears 
seriously injured, and then ad 
minister the following first aid 
measures 


A pet that is in pain is likely to 
bite, so a restraint should be used 
before administering first aid. A 
loop of soft cloth or a nylon 
stocking slipped over a dog's 
muzzle will prevent you from 
being bitten. Tighten the ends of 
the loop under the chin and then 
bring them back under the ears 
and tie securely behind the head. 
Be sure that the nostrils are not

covered, and remove the 
restraint right away should the 
dog begin to vomit or it might 
choke. 

Stop bleeding, especially if the 
blood is spurting, which indicates 
that an artery has been cut. Apply 
pressure with a pad or bandage 
directly to the wound to stem 
bleeding. 

Keep the animal warm, 
because shock is quite common 
after an accident 

Do not give the animal water, 

whtich can be harmful if there are 
internal injuries. 
If possible, do not move the 
animal until help arrives. If the 
animal must be moved, transfer 
it carefully to a flat solid object 
that can be used as a stretcher, 
and avoid any jolting if possible. 

While a knowledge of basic first 
aid can help improve an injured 
animal's chance of survival, the 
best course obviously is to 
prevent accidents in the first 
place. Pet owners who allow their 
animals to run loose, without the 
protection of a leash, are guilty of 
substantially reducing their pet's 
life expectancy.

Events like these make most of 
us wonder where society went 
wrong.

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Artificial ear is big business

NEW YORK (UPI) The 
scientists who gave the world the 
first. permanently implanted 
artificial heart are also 
developing an “artificial ear’’ to 
help the deaf hear 
Getting both projects ready for 
mass marketing will cost up to $30 
million and may require the stock 
market's support, say officials at 
Kolff Medical 
Kolff raised more than $6 
million to fund development of the 
artificial heart implanted in Dr 
Barney Clark. The investors got a 


share in the stock of the small 
‘ch company 

publicity surrounding 

Clark's heart implant and the 


financial market's enthusiasm 
for new companies in health and 
high technology fields has given 
Kolff a high profile and plenty of 
options 


“We're discussing a lot of 
possibilities,” said Dr. Robert K 
Jarvik, president of Kolff Medical 
and developer of the Jarvik-7 
artificial heart which kept Clark 
alive for 112 days. 

Among them, Jarvik told 
United Press International, are 
additional private investments 
such as those that financed the 
earlier development of the im- 
plants, a research & development 
partnership or a public stock 


offering 
“We don't have a definite 
decision,"' he said. “It may be a 


combination of them — that's not 
at all unlikely.”” 

Investors who have already 
bought into say the 
longterm for profit 
ial heart that can 
be mass-produced and suc- 
cessfully transplanted are 
enormous.

estimated 60,000-70,000 people in 
this country could benefit from 
the device,"’ said Rodman 
Moorhead of E.M. Warburg, 
Pincus & Co., a New York in- 
vestment firm. The firm's ven- 
ture capital unit, WarburgPincus 
Capital Corp., has become the 
biggest single shareholder in 
Kolff Medical 

“I heard the 
worldwide market could be 
150,000 annually," Moorhead 
added. “The ear is a somewhat 
lower-priced product, but the 
market is about the same." 

The ear uses multiple elec- 
trodes to stimulate the cochlea, 
the part of the internal ear that 
contains the auditory nerve en- 
dings. 

“In my opinion, it's as in- 
teresting a product as the Jarvik- 
7heart,"’ said Moorhead. 

Jarvik said he does not feel 
overwhelmed by Kolff's sudden

fame and popularity. He said 
everything is proceeding ac- 
cording to the schedule set ‘when 
we decided to move out of a 
relatively stationary nongrowth 
situation.”’ 

That occurred in 1981, when 
Kolff hired a consultant to get its 
business operations in order and 
began wooing venture capitalists. 
Before that, the company had 
been chalking up small deficits on 
a small income that came mainly 
from the sale of its experimental 
devices to other research centers 

“We're not really changing,” 
Jarvik said. “‘The pursuit of the 
artificial heart and ear is very 
consistent with what we've 
planned over the last year and a 
half. We may be overpopular to 
the extent of having innumerable 
offers to give talks, make con- 
tacts, and having to say no, but 
it’s really following a logical 
path.” 


Neither does Jarvik resent the 
necessities of commerce and the 
time he is spending overseeing 
the company’s financial future. 

“T love it,"’ he said. ‘I think it’s 
a logical follow-through to the 
kind of work I've done with the 
project, taking it out of the 
university lab.”” 

Warburg-Pincus, which 
initially provided Kolff with $1.2 
million and later raised $5 million 
more to fund the firm's research, 
feels the company could become 
profitable ‘‘within a year and a 
half or two, depending on which 
scenario is followed,"’ Moorhead 
said. 

Besides developing the heart 
and ear, he said, the company has 
entered into discussions with 
some of its health industry in- 
vestors ‘for surgical training 
programs involving the heart and 
ear which will provide fairly 
near-term revenue.”

Hawley, executive director of the 
Massachusetts Council on the 
Arts and Humanities, which has 
just announced $79,305 in awards 
to groups for a variety of con: 
servation projects.

and artistic value have suffered 
normal wear and tear from years 
of being handled, displayed and 
exposed to the environment," 
Hawley continues. ‘‘It is 
necessary to arrest the 
deterioration or these pieces of 
history will be gone forever."’ 

“Yet conservation technology 
is relatively new, so we have 
planned a program to help small 
organizations," adds Susan 
Hartnett, director of the Historic 
Conservation program for the 
Arts Council. The new Collections 
Management Program will offer 
technical information and ex 
pertise to small museums and 
historical societies, libraries, and 
other archival organizations, now 
staggering under the burden of 
preserving collections that are 
deteriorating faster than money 
can be accumulated to restore 
them. 

Three organizations have 
received MCAH funding to 
provide such expert conservation 
assistance at reduced cost: the 
Northeast Document Con- 
servation Center in Andover, 
Mass.; New England Museum 
Association in Boston, Mass.; and 
Merrimack Valley Textile 
Museum in North Andover, Mass. 
These institutions will offer 
technical advice, hold workshops, 
publish informational leaflets and 
perform on-site surveys of 
collections. 

The on-site surveys may have 
the most far-reaching impact, for 
they begin with a visit from one or 
more experts and end with a 
detailed, written report which 
evaluates the collection and 
makes recommendations for 
improving its physical condition 
The final document may include 
such suggestions as installation of 
air conditioning, storing fabrics 
flat, changing the type of lighting, 
or microfilming materials when 
restoration of originals is not 
feasible. 

While the Northeast Document 
Conservation Center provides 
expertise on paper, books and 
photographs, its neighbor in 
North Andover, the Merrimack 
Valley Textile Conservation 
Center, specializes in restoring 
textiles. Conservator Jane 
Hutchins reports that historical 
societies may apply for a site visit 
by an expert who will examine the 
collection and train staff mem- 
bers to perform simple con- 
servation measures. Those who 
participate may then attend a 
day-long workshop at the Con- 
servation Center, where they will 
see trained conservators cleaning 
and mending a variety of textiles. 

Small museums can turn to the 
New England Museum 
Association for help. Executive 
director Pamela Brusic says that 
a series of informational 
workshops, scheduled to begin in 
late winter or early spring, will 
serve from 60-100 individuals 
from museums throughout the 
Zommonwealth. The workshops, 
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designed to train participants in 
the management of collections, 
will be complemented by field 
trips to area conservation 
facilities. 

Each of the three institutions 
funded for this effort welcomes 
inquiries and applications. For 
more information, contact 
Northeast Document Con- 
servation Center, Abbot Hall, 
School Street, Andover, Mass.

4. The helmsman's attention 
should focus immediately upon 
the compass, swing the helm hard 
over to a course 60 degrees off the 
original heading, then hard over 
in the opposite direction and back 
to the victim 

5, Post a lookout who is to keep 
his eyes riveted on the victim 

6. As long as the vessel is 
proceeding away from the victim, 
throw other buoyant and easily 
visible objects at regular in 
tervals to create a visual path 
back to the recovery area 

7. Make your final approach to 
the windward side, beam to. Then 
stop the vessel and allow the 
breeze to push you toward the 
victim slowly 

8. Have a crew member ready 
to enter the water to help the 
victim back in if, and only if 
absolutely necessary 

9. Have a heaving line, a 
hauling line and the boarding 
ladder ready, so that you can get 
the victim aboard as quickly as 
possible. 

10. Conduct 
often.

switching to the “electronic office."* She did agree, but her 
reasons were defensive; “I was scared my job would be 
changing and I wanted to be in a position to persuade them to 
leave my job alone!’ But now, she says, she can't imagine 
doing without the new equipment 

Although not ail organizations representing clerical work: 
ers are enthusiastic about the new machinery, a nationwide 
survey shows that 99 percent of all secretaries do not see 
office automation as a threat to their Jobs. The survey. con- 
ducted by C. A. Pesko Associates for Minolta Corporation 
and Professional Secretaries International (PSI), also said 
that dver 75 percent of secretaries expect the electronic of- 
fice to open up new career opportunities in their job category 

Electronic office equipment is not only increasing produc 
tivity and reducing costs for companies, it is gradually 
changing the role of the secretary — for the better, most 
secretaries indicate. It is adding new jobs and making old 
ones more interesting, they say 

This is significant, since the US Bureau of Labor Statistics 
finds that _tnolayroent of secretaries is expected to in- 
crease faster thar®the average for all occupations through 
the 1980s." 

Sonie groups representing office workers, however, warn 
that the growth could come at the expense of women who 
may gain technical experience but lose decisionmaking pow- 
ers to men. These groups are also concerned about health 
problems and — since computers can keep closer track of 
productivity ~ increased regimentation 

What office automation means to most companies right 
now is “word processing,"* ‘The operator works with a key 
board, video display screen, and a printer instead of an elec 
tric typewriter. Word processing allows people to rearrange. 

change, and edit text on a computer. Then, when the text is 
mistake-free, they can have it printed on paper 

For small companies, that capability is usually found on a 
microcomputer, often operated by a secretary who uses the 
machine to do almost everything in the office short of manag. 
ing the company, notes Mr. Pesko, president of the research 
firm that did the survey 

But for large companies, word-processing operators and 
secretaries serve different functions. Operators work in 
word-processing centers, where executive secretaries and 
managers go to have reports and letters typed. 

And some big companies have gone beyond the word-pro 
cessing center to installing more expensive “integrated of 
fice" systems in a portion of their work areas, Such equip

Office automation is creating a whole new career ladder 
for entry-level office workers to climb, says Ina Simpson, 
who is president of PSI as well as an executive secretary.

pany, is still somewhat traditional. It starts with the post of 
clerk-typist and moves through several levels of stenogra 
phers toward the executive-secretary level 

But with a growing demand for people with word-process 
ing skills, that kind of traditional career path is expected to 
sprout a new branch 

As automation becomes more prevalent. says Minnie 
Green, a personnel assistant at General Foods, people hired 
to use word-processing and other equipment will climb later- 
ally with secretaries to the supervisor level, but in the word- 
processing center 

At Monsanto. where entire electronic offices have been 
installed in about 20 percent of the company, there are higher 
rungs to step on in that more technical side of office work.

Now, the secretary can do more research 
for the boss's next speech and handle some of his staff duties 
while he checks his electronic mail and calendar on his 
desktop microcomputer. With the same machine, the secre 
tary can also design the format, shape. and color scheme of 
the boss's latest report — using the information he had al 
ready put into the computer 

But secretaries say there's one vital aspect of their job 
that machines will never replace: human interaction. Deal: 
ing with the public, fellow employees, and the boss can never 
be replaced by a machine, says Ms. SimpSon, And, says Mar 
Baret Wood, spokeswoman for the Katharine Gibbs School 
which trains secretaries: “Executive secretaries don't spend 
much time typing. They make arrangements, refer mes: 
sages, decide who gets what information, and so on. They 
tend to be people with very good interpersonal skills and of

But the 9 to 5 National Association for Working Women 
expresses concern about some aspects of the move to office 
automation.

That's a tall order, and some planners see it 
fiction. They say the proposal is too vast to be feasible. Ke 
gional high-speed rail systems are fine 
but 4 coast-to-coast syst 
to pay for itself 

But Northrop engineers say the system could work with 
technology already developed and waiting on the shelf to be 
used. They know the plan must be validated before it can be 
considered seriously 

They hope that the wave of interest in high-speed rail 
with systems being pla least 11 states, will move 
political, and business opinion in their direction 

What they envision is a 21,000-mile grid system of high 
speed rail tracks that would crisscross the United States 
north and south. and east and west. Riding those rails would 
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network: feasible, 


be the latest generation of electric-powered trains that could 
travel at speeds at least 160 miles per hour or perhaps more 
than 250 m.p_h. The system would take 20 to 30 years to build. 
and would cost — very roughly ~ $10billion a year 

The trains would carry passengers and light cargo — no 
coal or phosphate. Below the tracks in underground passage 
ways would be a right-of-way open for anything from trans: 
continental electronic mail service to water pipes 

Having an integrated service of, freight, passengers, and 
underground right-of-way would make the system attractive 
to private investment, Northrop executives say. It would 
have more chance of being profitable than a system that ca 
tered to just one of those transportation needs 

Cargo that takes at least 12 days to cross the country now 
on conventional rail lines could arrive in two days on Rail 
America, Northrop predicts. And people wanting to travel 
200 or 300 miles between cities would not have to drive their 
own cars or take a short hop in an airplane. They would catch 
the next train and arrive within two hours 

Trucks and cars are inefficient for trips of more than 250 
miles, says James Kovach, a Northrop program develop 
ment manager, And airplanes waste fuel and time on trips of 
less than 1,000 miles. Many highways have reached or ex 
ceeded'the capacity for which they were built, he adds 
many airports will be saturated by the end of the century 

When Northrop engineers talk of railroads, they are not 
referring to a patch-up job of the nation’s existing railroads 
that have been deteriorating for more than 30 years

Its engineers are talking about putting on those tracks the 
latest in rail technology, be it 185-m.p.h. trains, such as the 
French have recently completed, or 250-m.p.h. magnetic 
levitation trains that now run on experimental tracks in West 
Germany and Japan 

uch a new system is needed, Northrop planners say, be 
cause America’s present transportation network is ineffi 
cient and is getting so crowded that it will have a hard time 
meeting the nation's needs within the next two decades. 

If we do not already, we will in the near future have our 
economic growth constrained by our transportation system, 
said James Harp, Northrop’s services manager of program 
development, at a congressional subcommittee examining 
advanced rail technology 

All other plans for improving the nation’s transportation 
system are simply patch jobs, Northrop planners say, that 
will do little to provide for growth. 

Kovach says Northrop has had trouble finding a constitu 
ency to back its plan, but after three years of peddling the 
idea in Washington, it's beginning to get a serious hearing 

“We think their idea is important to consider,” says Curt 
Stanford, a transportation analyst for the House Committee 
on Science and Technology. “The transportation subcommit- 
tee did recommend that Congress authorize a concept valida 
tion analysis to test the feasibility of the system. 

Northrop would like about $10 million from the federal 
government to test its concept during the next two years. 

Northrop has to overcome a prejudice against railroads 
that has grown up with Amtrak's massive federal subsidies, 
Kovach says 

The main problem is that most people have Amtrak on 
the mind,” he adds. “It’s hard to get past that and focus on 
our total transportation problem. We would like to have peo: 
ple think of it as an Interstate highway system rather than 
Amtrak
